A Campus waring Tour 
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The George Washington University 
Washington, D.C. 


Your walking tour of GWU will last approximately 45 minutes to one hour. Please feel free to enter University buildings men- 
tioned in the tour; however, we ask that you do not visit classes in progress or residence halls without prearrangement with 
the Admissions Office. If you visit the interior of buildings, your tour may last longer than one hour. 


1. Rice Hall 


You are now in Rice Hall, the University’s central administration building, which contains the offices of the President, the 
Registrar, Admissions, Student Financial Aid, and Housing and Residence Life, among others. The building is named for 
Luther Rice, who was instrumental in founding the University in 1821 as the Columbian College.

On leaving Rice Hall, turn right and proceed one-half block to the corner of 22nd and Eye Streets. 


Across Eye Street on your left, you will see the University's Academic Center, winner of an American Institute of Architects 
Design Award. Inaugurated in fall 1982, the Academic Center houses many important University offices, including Columbian 
College and the Graduate School of Arts and Sciences, and provides modern and complete quarters and equipment for the 
Art Department, the Music Department, and the University's Center for Academic and Administrative Computing. 


2. 22nd and Eye (|) Streets 


Northward and to your right, the tall building at the end of the block is the Burns Memorial Building, which contains the 
University's Medical Faculty Associates and the Student Health Service. The Health Service provides general out-patient care 
to students by appointment, Monday through Friday, and on a first-come, first-served basis during evening and weekend 


hours. 
Directly in front of you is GW's University Hospital, a $57 million Medical Center, one of the most up-to-date in the nation.

Proceed across 22nd Street and go one block west to the intersection of 23rd and Eye Streets. 


3. 23rd and Eye Streets 


You are facing University Mall. Note the GWU-Foggy Bottom Metro (subway) station. From this station, you can conveniently 
reach points in downtown Washington and the suburbs, such as Union Station and National Airport. 

Next to the Mall is Ross Hall, which houses the School of Medicine and Health Sciences and the Himmelfarb Health Sciences 
Library.

Cross Eye Street and walk south on 23rd Street toward the Lincoln Memorial, which you can see in the distance. 
On your left are Milton and Munson Halls, undergraduate apartment residences, and then Building K, the center for Human 
Kinetics and Leisure Studies (physical education and dance). At the corner of 23rd and H Streets, you will see on your left the 
Everglades, another apartment residence for undergraduate students. 
Crossing H Street and proceeding along 23rd, you will pass on your left Tompkins Hall, location of the School of Engineering 
and Applied Science. 


4. 23rd and G Streets 


Looking west on G Street, you will see the Watergate complex a few blocks away. Located next to Watergate is the John F. 
Kennedy Center for the Performing Arts, where student tickets to performances are frequently available at reduced rates. 

To your left is Building C (2201 G Street), a major classroom building which also contains faculty offices. The School of 
Education and Human Development is located here, as are many department offices including political science and 
economics.

Cross G Street and go east on G Street toward 22nd Street. 


5. 22nd and G Streets 


The Smith Center for Physical Education and Athletics, on your right, contains basketball, volleyball, handball, squash, and 
badminton courts, a jogging area, gymnasiums for wrestling and gymnastics, a weight room, swimming pool, and sauna. Any 
registered student may use this facility. The Smith Center is also headquarters for a large intramural program and for inter- 
collegiate athletics for men and women.

Cross G Street and proceed north on 22nd Street toward H Street. 


6. 22nd and H Streets 


On your left is Madison Hall, an undergraduate residence with space for 224 men and women. Each room has a private bath, 
and each floor has a small kitchen. Room arrangements include doubles, triples, and suites for four and six persons. 

On your right is the Melvin Gelman Library, the general library for the University and one of three GW libraries: Law, Medicine, 
and University. The collections contain approximately 1,270,000 volumes, to which are added some 50,000 volumes each year. 
Library holdings also include 14,000 periodicals and nearly 600,000 microform items. Interlibrary loans are maintained with 
other libraries in the city and throughout the United States. 

On the corner diagonally across from the Library is the University Garage. Overnight parking for residence hall students is 
available at this and other University parking facilities at a specified rate. Commuting students may also purchase daily 
student parking tickets. Our advice, however, is that you use the convenient Metro subway and bus lines, leaving your car at 
home. 


Directions: (C7 


Cross 22nd Street and proceed along H Street in front of the Gelman Library toward 21st Street. 
On your left, next to the Academic Center is Crawford Hall, a residence hall open to sophomore, junior, and senior men and 
women. Each room and suite has its own bathroom. 


On your right, you will notice an orange security phone, one of many placed throughout the campus. In the event of an emer- 
gency, you need only lift the phone to summon immediate assistance. 
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7. 21st and H Streets 


On your right you will see Lisner Auditorium, the University's large-capacity theatre. This 1,500-seat facility hosts cultural 
events presented by the University faculty and students and by the Washington Performing Arts Society, Washington Civic 
Opera, Washington Ballet, and many other professional performers. The building also houses WRGW—the campus radio 
station, small studios for experimental drama, and offices. The Dimock Gallery, located on the lower level, offers a con- 
tinuous and varied schedule of professional and student art exhibitions. 

Directions: (> 

Proceed south on 21st Street toward G Street. 
On your right immediately after Lisner Auditorium is the Counseling Center (Building N). Among its many services, the 
Center provides professional assistance with vocational, personal, and social problems through short-term individual or 
group counseling and psychotherapy. 
Across 21st Street and on your left are Samson Hall (forensic sciences) and Corcoran Hall (chemistry and physics classrooms 
and laboratories). 
Continuing on 21st Street, next to the Counseling Center you will see the renovated Alumni House (c. 1830), administrative 
center for alumni affairs, and then the Hall of Government, location of the School of Government and Business Administra- 
tion. Next to the Hall of Government on the north side of G Street is Monroe Hall, a classroom and faculty-office building. 
Construction connecting the Hall of Government and Monroe Hall on all floors and providing elevator service to both 


buildings was completed in 1981. 


8. 21st and G Streets 


Across G Street from the Hall of Government is Strong Hall, an air-conditioned residence for undergraduate women. Singles, 
doubles, and triples are available, along with a rooftop sun deck and lounge area. Also located at this intersection is 
"Quigley's," the site of a small, independent drugstore and soda fountain that served the GWU student body for decades 
before the retirement of its owner in the late 1970s. The University purchased and renovated the building, which now houses 
the department of geography, but preserved the facade as a campus landmark. 


Directions: (> 

Proceed across 21st Street and along G Street toward 20th. 
On your left is historic Woodhull House, in the 19th-century, Italianate-villa style, now the headquarters of the campus Safety 
and Security Office. As you continue eastward, the next three buildings on the left contain classrooms and department 
offices: in Bell Hall are the departments of biology and geology; in Lisner Hall, the departments of history and urban and 
regional planning; and in Stuart Hall, the departments of English and journalism. Building E, the townhouse located on the 
northwest corner of 20th and G Streets, is occupied by executive offices of the Division of Continuing Education and Summer 
Sessions. 
The Victorian and modern townhouses on the south side of G Street between 21st and 20th Streets are occupied by campus 
chapters of national fraternities. On the southwest corner, Building H houses the University Center for Telecommunications 
Studies and additional offices of the Division of Continuing Education and Summer Sessions.

Cross G Street and proceed southward on 20th toward F Street. 


9. 20th and F Streets 


On your right is Francis Scott Key Hall, housing 175 junior and senior men and women. The living units here are basically fur- 
nished efficiency apartments with private baths and kitchens. Key Hall is approximately two blocks from the Department of 
State, reached by continuing south on 20th Street. 


Directions: C 


Proceed across F Street, cross 20th, and continue east on F Street toward Thurston Hall, 1900 F Street. 


10. Thurston Hall 


Occupied by nearly 900 undergraduate men and women, Thurston is the main campus residence hall for freshmen, although 
some upperclassmen are also housed here. The building is air-conditioned and combines living accommodations (doubles, 
triples, fours, and suites for six—all with private baths), recreational facilities, and a cafeteria under one roof. Immediately 
south of Thurston on 19th Street is Mitchell Hall, another undergraduate residence for both men and women, with 338 single 
rooms. 

Facing east from 19th and F Streets, you will see on your right the General Services Administration of the federal government, 
on your left the headquarters of the Organization of American States, and visible at the end of F Street the Executive Office 
Building, immediately adjacent to the White House. The new building directly across F Street from Thurston is occupied by 
the World Bank. 


Directions: C 


Retrace your steps to 20th and F Streets, cross 20th, then F, and proceed north on 20th toward H Street. 
Between G and H on 20th, you will note on your left the Burns Law Library and the National Law Center. The construction in 
progress, scheduled for completion in 1984, will expand the facilities of the Law Center. On your right in this block is a modern 
building occupied by the International Monetary Fund. 
The large office building at the corner of 20th and H Streets is the Thomas Edison Building, owned by the University and 
leased to the Potomac Electric and Power Company. 

Directions: ([ 5^ 

Cross H Street at 20th and proceed west on H toward 21st Street. 
On your left you will see the University Yard, in pleasant weather a favorite spot for student sunbathing, frisbee tossing, and 
(even) studying; on your right at the end of the block is Building CC, a townhouse containing the offices of the School of 
Public and International Affairs.

Cross 21st Street, proceed on 21st Street toward Eye, and descending the steps to your left, enter the ground floor of 

the Marvin Center (passing “Welded Stainless Steel Sculpture" by Rudolph A. Heintze, BA '64). 


11, The Marvin Center 


Named for Cloyd Heck Marvin, a former president of the University, the Marvin Center provides a wide variety of services for 
all members of the University community and hosts many of the extracurricular programs and activities on campus. 


Ground Floor: Bookstore, information desk, Polyphony Record Shop, study lounge, travel office, vending area 

First Floor: Market Square a la carte cafeteria, Dorothy Betts Marvin Theatre 

Second Floor: Contract cafeteria, Marvin Center Governing Board, typing room 

Third Floor: Art exhibition area, Continental Ballroom, University Club restaurant and meeting rooms for faculty and 
alumni members 

Fourth Floor: GWU Student Association, Student Activities Office, student organization offices, publications 

Fifth Floor: George's pub, game rooms, bowling alley 


Directions: C 


Leave the Marvin Center at the first floor and go down the ramp, turning left at the bottom of the ramp. 


The first building on your left is Calhoun Hall, a residence for 155 undergraduate men. Accommodations include doubles, 
triples, and suites for four—each with private bath facilities. Across 21st Street on your right, you will see a large office build- 
ing under construction. Owned by the University, this building will be an income-producing property through leases to private 
tenants. In order to preserve the architectural character of the. area, the townhouses fronting on Eye Street in this 
block—known familiarly as "Red Lion Row"—have been retained as a facade and will be leased as retail rental space. Across 
Eye Street at 21st, you will see the Henry Building, owned by the University and occupied by the National Academy of 
Sciences. 


Directions: (7 


Cross Eye Street at 21st and turn left to return to Rice Hall.
